Hearing of Alberta Coal Rate Plea Hoisted

| ‘The ‘Half Holiday | 


Ww TH only a few. Weel weeks inte evening bye fore the electors 
of Edmonton will be called upon to give their 
decision as to whether the weekly half-holiday on 
Wednesday for retail store clerks should be extended, 
covering eleyen months of the year instead of only the 
summer months as at present, the feeling is growing 
among merchants and others affected that more light 
should be thrown on the matter by those in authority. 
+ + + 
ROMINENT businessmen have stated that if the pro- 
posal goes into effect, and the weekly half-holiday 
is made operative for the lengthened period, it will mean 
a trading loss to the city of Edmonton of over $500,000 
a year. They also point out that in bearing this loss 
retail clerks will be affected, as it will be impossible for 
many merchants to carry on without reducing their 
overhead by reducing their staffs, and that, in conse 
quence, a serious unemployment situation among clerks 
is likely to arise. 


THER merchants declare that if the eleven months 
half-holiday is put into effect it should be optional 

for the storekeepers to say what day the clerks should 
be given off. | By rotating the half-day they declare 
that the individual clerks could be taken care of without 
shutting down the stores at all, and without suffering 
the serious loss of business that will inevitably result if 
the people of the Kdmonton shopping district, which 
takes in all that territory surrounding the city, are 
definitely notified that it is useless to come to Edmonton 
for a shopping tour on Wednesday. 


TILL other merchants are in favor of the half-holiday 
all the year round if given the privilege of opening 

on Saturday nights up till 10 o'clock, This, they say, 
would make up for the loss occasioned by the closing 
down for half a day each week of the year, and at the 
same time would bring additional revenue to the stores 
as mary office and shop workers would be enabled to do 
their weekly shopping on Saturday evenings after their 


own organizations are closed down, 


N some quarters there is a dlepoaltion to have some 
sort of investigation made before the plebiscite is 
taken. Time is getting too short for a full and complete 
investigation to shew how the different methods work 
out in other communities, but there is still time for those 
in authority who have “passed the buck” to the electors, 
to call a public meeting, or two or three meetings if this 
is considered necessary, to allow representatives of the 
retail clerks and of the merchants to put their views 
before the people who will be called on to make the 
decision on election day. That much, at least, the voters 
are entitled to before being asked to pass or reject a 
proposition which means so much to the commercial life 


of the city.

The team to go overseas will con- 
sist of three members, either boys or 
girls or both, afd will comprise the 
holders of the highest aggregate scores 
in the contest at the Royal this au- 
tumn.

DRUMHELLER, Oct. 21-—-One 
Western Canada's best known do- 
Miestic coal operators, Joseph D, 
‘Thomas, met instant death about mid- 
night Saturday when he was elec- 
tresuted after coming into contact 
with a live wire outside his own coal 
mine at Nacmine. Desperate efforts 
at artificial resuscitation were made 
by Doctors I, Ross and G, M. Gibson, 
but the 13,000 volts that had passed 
through the body of the victim prov- 
ed too much and the attempt 
abandoned after a@ little over an hour 

Shortly before the accident, Mr 
Thomas had been talking to Thomas 
Lett in the latter's store, and had 
gone to have something to eat, When 
going towards his home, he noticed 
one of the transformers on fire. He 
hastened over to the mine and, in the 
company of three of the overground 
officials of the mine, debated how to 
put the fire out. The transformer 
js just outside the hoist room and 
since the wires to the whole mine lead 
from it, deceased was very concerned 
about the safety of his men and the 
mine, 

The other men left the east side of 
the transformer enclosure, and as they

Jeft Mr. Thomas evidently took hold | 


of a long iron pipe and tried to knock 
the burning transformer off. Before 
he could throw the pipe against trans- 
former, a connection was made be- 
tween the high voltage wire and pipe, 
with the result that the full current

His foot was burned 
where the current grounded. Marks 
on the pipe showed where his hands 
had gripped it, while the pipe was 
singed where it connected with live 
wire,

ONE DIFFICULTY 


M. ‘Tardieu, French minister of the in- 
terior, says Europe could keep $1,000,000,- 
000 a year at home if it grew its own 
wheat, Probably it could. But where 
would Europe get the $1,000,000,000 if it 
shut up the factors and turned its in- 
dustrial population to wheat growing? 

Europe imports wheat because it is 
better business to employ its labor and 
land otherwise than in growing wheat. 
World prices would have to become sta- 
bilized at much higher levels before it 
would pay to turn so highly industrialized 
an area into a wheat-growing country. No 
system of bonuses or protective tariffs 
could wipe out that economic fact. 


ANOTHER CHINESE WAR 


On the same day, there came through 
news that the Soviet forces had inflicted 
a defeat upon the Chinese troops along 
the Manchurian frontier, and news that 
the “Christian General” is raising forces 
in every province in China to oust the Na- 
tionalist government. This may be coin- 
cidence, but it looks like close co-ordina- 
tion between the military branch and the 
propaganda branch at Moscow, 

The red army struck at the moment 
that would most help the promoters of 
the rebellion, It will not be strange if 

hina is fated for another period of car- 
1age and disturbance, with the Soviet 
roops fighting the Nationalist power in 
he north while Soviet agents engineer a

ENCOURAGING EXHIBITORS 


As in former years, the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture is offering sub- 
stantial encouragement to Alberta farm- 
ers to send exhibits to the Chicago Inter- 
national exhibition and the Royal Winter 
Fair at Toronto. A prize of $150 will be 
given to each Alberta winner of a grand 
championship at Chicago and $100 to the 
winner of a first award; while the depart- 
ment will double any cash premium won 
at Toronto. 

It is to be hoped this offer will cost the 
provincial treasury a goodly sum, It 
would be a worth while achievement, in 
view of the widely-known adverse crop 
conditions of the past summer in the 
west, if Alberta should make another of 
its historic “sweeps” in-the grain and 
grass competitions at Chicago. And, as 
the cattle industry of the province has 
slumped badly in recent years, it would 
be equally worth while to demonstrate 
that the quality of our stock has not de- 
teriorated. 


Canada’s foreign trade for the first 
half of the present year shows a decline 
of $24,000,000. Exports were down $60,- 
000,000, while imports gained $33,000,000, 
But against this slump in exports, Canada 
carried forward 100,000,000 bushels of 
last year’s wheat, Had this gone over- 
sea at the usual rate during the winter 
and spring months, there would have 
been no shrinkage in either exports or 
total trade. 

As a matter of fact, wheat was the 
big item in the list of declining exports, 
the drop being $83,000,000 for the six 
months, from the figures of a year ago. 
The unsatisfactory marketing conditions 
in the early part of the year, and the 
holding for better prices, was evidently 
the factor that played havoc with the 
trade balance, As Canada is still holding 
its wheat, the returns for the present 
al are liable to show a similar re- 
sult. 


NO BLOCKADE WEST 


Figures given out at Vancouver show 
that 5,018,259 bushels of wheat have al- 
ready left that port during the current 
crop year, against 6,906,625 for the cor- 
responding period last year, The differ- 
ence is less in proportion than the differ- 
ence between the total Alberta crop of 
last year and that of the present season. 
With about half the grain to be moved, 
shipments going from Vancouver amount 
to about eighty per cent of the volume a 
year ago, 

Seemingly the cessation of buying in 
Europe, that has left the Montreal and

“One tries to enter into personal relations with 
such a machine, to fulfil its wishes, to perform all 
the preliminaries correctly, and, and in this way to 
charm it into maximum production, One might ai- 
most be said to flatter and to caress it, for it has its 
moods. One rejoices in the products of machine pro- 
duction, knowing that, without the machine, one could 
not have turned them out; and yet, one is aware, all 
the time, that the machine must accommodate itself 
to the human will. A printer has the same sort of 
relationship with the other machines, though of a 
different kind 

“The oscillating power-driven press, with its to- 
und-fro movement, does not seem to him so intelli- 
gently gifted. He looks upon it rather as an unskilled 
laborer, as one who mechanically and rhythmically 
performs anw hodman’s work entrusted to him. If 
one has to stop the press for a moment, and to lean 
forward within reach of its mechanism, one does so 
with a certain dread of its caprices, with a half-ac- 
knowledge fear that some hazard might set the motor 
at work 

“Altogether different, again, is the feeling toward 
a rotary press. That scems more like a fettered titan, 
angrily performing its task, and gobbling up the pa- 
per off the. rollers In my ‘prentice days, I was 
often filled with acsthetic delight when I stood watch- 
ing the work of one of these great rotary presses, 

“However much one's attitude toward the different 
kinds of machine may vary, in all cases alike, we look 
upon it as a living creature, and want to be on friend- 
ly terms with it, were it only in order to master it, 
There is no sense in hostility toward the machine. 
Work at it needs so much mental energy, that the 
sense of one’s own work being mechanical passes Into 
the background. Only the subsequent elaboration of 
the machine product is mechanized and intellectually 
depreciated.” 

Some day, when we have mastered the machine 
more fully and when the machine has emancipated | 
mankind from drudgery the dawning poetry of this |

that bacteria always mean trouble. 

It is well to remember that bacteria are essentially 
vegetable growths, 
not male and female, or bugs or worms or anything 
else except vegetable “growths.” 


They have no sex ife—they are

in different substances, If the sub- 


stances which are nutritious to one type of bacteria 


from these vegetable growths, the 


bacteria cannot develop, and either die off or remain 


in a resting state, in some cases for pertods of time lasting as long as twenty 


years, 


Bacterial growths change their location by throwing out little shoots or 


spores and sometimes in a short period 
space wherever there is enough nu-% 
trition for their growth. ' 

Dried bacteria are also blown off} 
by the wind and carried from one 
place to another by any moving ob- 
ject, such as man or animals, Files 
or mosquitoes, in this way, also play 


their part in transporting either dry 
or moist bacterial growths from one 
place to another, 

All bacteria may be destroyed by 
steam heat, and most basteria by 
freezing. 

There are a great many benefical 
bacteria found in the alimentary 
canal, and digestion and assimilation 
could not go on without their pres- 
ence, The bacteria of the intestines 
do their work by breaking down the 
highly complex organisms of our 
f .d into simpler elements which the 
body can digest and assimilate. 

In many cases, too many of the 
putrefactive bacteria exist in the 
intestines, and one of the secrets of 
selentifie dietetics is to attempt 
through proper feeding to keep the 
right amount of good bacteria in the 
intestines, and to eliminate the de- 
structive ones, 

Bacteria are found in practically 
every part of the world. Even the 
oceans are literally full of bacteria. 
It is thought thal fish and seaweed 
owe thelr existence to bacteria In the 
ocean which keep in circulation the 
chemical elements which are vital for 
aquatic animals and plants,

such as United States Steel receded 
from time to time, Scores of Issues 
dropped from five to 35 points and 
scores of new lows for the year were 
recorded, 

Call money renewed at six per cent
